El Paso, Tex., July 27, 1897. 
Sib : I have the honor to report that this morning there arrived on 
the Mexican Central, from the City of Mexico, one Mr. W. W. Penney, 
from Chicago, who had all visible signs of lately having had confluent 
smallpox of a severe type. No epidermal scales being noticed, nor the 
peculiar indescribable odor characteristic of variola, and he claiming 
that he was now convalescent for thirty days, he was permitted to go 
on after thoroughly disinfecting the articles and contents of his trunks.
